cars were unopposed and that of Mrs. 
Scully was subsequently granted! 

Mrs. Thomas Hinkley appeared in 
favor of petition of C. B. Holden for 
a 14 car garage on Union street and 
no one opposed tt. 

The petition of E. K. Peterson for 
a gasoline filling station at 967 Wash- 
ington street, Newtonville brought out 
a strong protest from residents of 
that locality. Mr. John Cutler char- 
acterize the petition as a “hold up”, 
and Dr. C. T. Berry, Hon. Herbert S. 
Riley and Mrs. Willard S. Higgins 
were equally emphatic in their oppos- 
ition. 

Mr. Mansfield spoke in favor of a 
sewer in Alban road while Mr. T. A. 
Burns favored a sewer in Acacia ave„ 
and Mr. Gardner Beal said the sewer 
was of no value to three houses on 
that street which entered another 
sewer. 

On a venire of jurymen to serve 
from October 16th, Alderman G. W. 
Pratt drew the names of William H. 
Fitzgerald, Lincoln road, Hammond 
Fitzgerald, Chestunt street. Jesse Tir- 
rell, Lincoln street, B. T. Quinlan, 045 
Centre street and Thomas A. Nelson, 
Cherry street. 

Mayor Childs sent in a long list of 
recommendations, which if approved 
will make a large hole in the Excess 
and Deficiency account. They included 
$5,000 for Sewer House connections, 
$5,000 mainenance of drains, $13,830 
for laying water mains, $100 salary of 
another school physician from October 
1. $7,500 for resurfacing Walnut st., 

Newtonville, $400 for concrete walk 
at the Angier school at Waban, $175 
for repairs at the City Home, $5,000 
for improvements on Washington st., 
at Centre place, $3,590 for widening 
Hammond and Beacon streets, $10,- 
000 for maintenance of streets, $250 
for repairs on Grove street fire station, 
a $30,000 issue of sewer bonds, $1,000 
for repairs of school buildings, $210,- 
000 for construction of the new Davis 
school, and for new drain in Fuller 
street. 

The Street Commissioner reported 
completion of work on Harvard street 
extenstion at cost of $3,059.07 and 
notice was given of application for bill 
boards on Washington street, ward 1, 
Commonwalth avenue and Washington • 
street and at Boylston street and 
Walnut street. 

These petitions were granted, 
Willliam ,A. Sweatt for auctioneer 
license, Carl Pierce for truck license, 
Pasquale Guzzi for truck license (?has. 
F. Dow for auctioneer license and for 
private garages for Mrs. Mabel Griffin, 
253 Crafts street, Annie C. Zerden, 20 
Prospect avenue, Mabel G. Tucker, 
479 Walnut street, Salvatore Picari- 
ello, 118 Westland avenue, Harriet A. 
Smith, 106 Waltham street, James P. 
Ramee, 22 Warwick road, Willis A. 
Goode, 10 Taft avenue, Elizabeth Chad- 
wick, 30 Oakland avenue, A. Dudley 
Dowd, 14 Saxon road, H. T. Bolton, 
9-11 Nottingham street, Morris Madfis, 
45 Old Colony road, Rose E. Malone,

There were petitions also for priv- 
ate garages from H. S. Leonard, Mt. 
Ida street, John Colleran, Churchill 
street, A. Lupo, Adams street, for sew- 
ers in Broadway, Harvard street and 
Harvard Circle, Ellison road and 
Braeland avenue and Institution ave- 
nue and a claim for land damages on 
account of land for sewer in Sargent 
park. 

Residents of Grove street, Auburn- 
dale requested an ordinance prohibit- 
ing heavy teaming on that street and 
there wa sa petition that the junction 
of Beacon and Walnut streets be des- 
ignated as Henry DeRusha square. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the proposed improvement of Hyde 
brook and the request for sewer in 
Kenyon street were referred to next 
year. No action was deemed neces- 
sary on petition for a sewer in Har- 
vard street. Hearings were ordered 
on sewers in Westland avenue and 
Varick road, and on laying out of 
Owatonna street. 

The Finance committee reported in- 
expedient on appropriations for an 
aditional inspector, Buildings Dept., 
on $20u for printing the Plumbing 
code, on increase of $250 salary for 
Building Commissioner, on $2000 for 
Fire Dept, apparatus and $1200 for 
Playground Maintenance. A majority 
of that committee also reported that 
it was inexpedient to increase the sal- 
aries of department heads and various 
clerks as recommended by the Mayor, 
Aldermen Madden and Heathcote dis- 
senting, while Alderman White dis- 
sented on increases of salary of the 
City Engineer and for the Mayor’s sec- 
retary, as favored by the rest of the 
committee. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
a victualler license for S. Pittorino, 
and on a garage permit for C. L. Over- 
lander on Jewett street, while garage 
permits were granted to H. W. Mar- 
shall, Victoria Circle, and F. W. Mc- 
Aleer, Warwick road. 

A recess was taken to allow com- 
mittees to consider the matter of a 
new Davis school house for West New- 
ton, and on reassembling the orders 
authorizing its construction at an ex- 
pense of $206,000 and for the issue of 
bonds to pay for the same were passed 
Vi ii hout « i • hate, • 

$250 was also appropriated for re- 
pairs on the old fire station on Grove 
street, Lower Falls. 

Sewers were ordered laid in Chest- 
nut street, Ward 5, Pond street, Barn- 
stable road, Newtonville avenue, and 
Nobscot road, drains in Washington 
street, Linwood avenue, Crafts street, 
and l4)Cke road, $3950 was appropri- 
ated for rounding corners of Ham- 
mond and Beucon streets, $5000 for 
making a parking space on Washing- 
ton street, west of Centre place, $71S.- 
22 for pensions for Peter Brady, John 
Kelly and Patrick Fitzpatrick, $400 
for Maintenance of Fire Dept, build- 
ings, $100 for additional school physi- 
cian, $400 for sidewalk at Angier 
school, $175 for repairs at the City 
Home, $62.50 additional salary for 
city engineer and $37.50 additional sal- 
ary for the Mayor’s secretary, $13,830 
for laying water mains, $10,000 addi- 
tional for street muintnuneo, $5000 
for sewer bouse connections, $3000 


for snow and ice, $3000 for trees, $2000 
for grounds, $5000 for drain mainten- 
ance, $13,300 for gnrhngc collection 
until January 1st. Ijocke road was 
accepted and a building line estab- 
lished on it, and a revised building 
line established at Washington and 
Auburn streets. 

When the matter of aditional sal- 
aries was under consideration Alder- 
man Young argued for an increase of 
$150 in the salary of the Sealer of 
Weights & Measures. Alderman Whid- 
(len stated that the Finance commu- 
te had considered it unwise to make 
this increase along with some 15 other 
requests for salary increases. Alder- 
man Smith said the whole matter 
< ughl i" be investigated, as it makes 
some clerks “sore” to see others get 
increases while they are refused. Al- 
derman Pratt said that the Finance 
Committee had reported favorably on 
but two cases where it was deemed 
advisable to equalize glaring injust- 
ices. Alderman Young’s amendment 
to include the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures was carried by a close 
standing vote. 

On the item for garbage collection 
Alderman Whidden stated that the 
contract expired on Oct. 1st and this 
amount was merely to carry on the 
work for the present year and to give 
the committee an opportunity to look 
into the matter. He stated that the 
old contract called for $24,000 a year 
and that the bid now under considera- 
tion called for $52,000 a year. 

There was some debate on the order 
reported by the License Commitee re- 
scinding the previous order requiring 
dogs to be restrained for 90 days. Al- 
derman Ross said that the order did 
not allow the police any discretion 
and they were supposed to kill any dog 
found running at large. The danger 
had passed. The City Clerk stated 
that the Chairman of the Board of 
Health had stated to him that there 
was just as much need of the order as 
ever, but as the police made a farce 
of enforcing the order, it might as 
well be rescinded. Alderman Whid- 
den recalled that there were cases of 
rabies in the city last summer and peo- 
ple were disturbed over the situation. 
Dr. Curtis said it was wise to take 
precautionary measures at that time 
and it was premature to rescind the 
order now. He appreciated the feel- 
ings of the owners of dogs but there 
was still a great deal of uneasiness 
about hydrophobia. Alderman Ross 
said there was a good deal of hysteria 
about this business and the board 
would make itself ridiculous by con- 
tinuing the order in force. Aldermen 
Carter and Phipps stated that they 
only favored the committee report, if 
it met with the approval of the Board 
of Health. The report was then re- 
committed by a vote of 11 to 6. 

Orders were adopted calling the 
state and city elections on Nov. 7 and 
Dec. 12 and establishing polling places 
for them. 

Alderman Whidden queried as to the 
status of the zoning ordinance and 
Alderman Phipps stated that the com- 
mittee expected to report at the next 
meeting. 

On the request of Alderman White 
the proposed taking of land for the 
Underwood school was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

Orders granting pole locations and 
on various minor matters were adopt- 
ed and the board adjourned at 10.45 
P. M.

This board has 
Jurisdiction over the granting of pa- 
roles in all the institutions of the de- 
partment and also udvlses the Gov- 
ernor on all applications for parole or 
pardons. 

The total penal population of the 
state last year was .'1,380, an increase 
over that of the previous year but less 
than half for the year 1014. The de- 
partment attributes this result to the 
absence of the open saloon and to the 
increased use of probation by the 
courts in place of prison commit- 
ment. 

It has been continually felt by this 
Department that the great test of the 
success of any prison system is the 
conduct of the offender after his re- 
lease. In contradistinction to the old 
policy of discharging men into the 
community without a friend at the ex- 
piration of their full time, the policy 
of release on parole has been adopted 
and extended until at the present time 
practically every case of release from 
a State institution is made before the 
end of the maximum time, reserving a 
period of limited supervision to be ex- 
ercised over the paroled men by the 
officials of this Department. In other 
words, although a man by his court 
sentence is placed in the custody of 
the State Prison for from six to ten 
years, he may be released at the end 
of four years on a definite contract

The colored race seeks to 
preserve its social integrity and does 
not wish admixture with white blood. 

Several practical suggestions were 
offered. Do not compare the worst of 
the negro race with the best of the 
white. Endeavor to overcome race 
prejudice in your own locality as well 
as in more remote places. Read "In 
the Vanguard of the Race” and obtain 
an intelligent view of outstanding ne- 
gro characters. Pass on to others this 
information. Try to maintain the 
spirit of the Golden Rule and keep be- 
fore you the goal of a Christian world. 


conference of representatives from 
the various civic, charitable and com- 
munity agencies was called by this 
Department at. which a delnite pro- 
gram was considered and adopted. 

1,324 men and women are now serv- 
ing a part of their sentence outside of 
prison and making useful citizens of 
themselves. 

The industries carried on in the 
penal institutions is an important part 
of the work of the department. The 
law requires some 800 municipal and 
state institutions to make their pur- 
chases of various kinds of materials 
from goods made in the penal insti- 
tutions. The labor of the prisoners 
is used to make many things includ- 
ing aluminum ware, bedding, blan- 
kets, clothing, various kinds of brush- 
es, cloths, flags, furniture, galvanized 
iron ware, hosiery, mats, mattresses, 
mittens pillows, sheets, spreads 
shoes, underwear and yarns. The in- 
come from this source is considerable, 
amounting to $134,637 in 1920 and 
$58,000 last year. 

The identification bureau is con- 
stantly increasing in importance and 
all the inmates of the prisons of the 
state have been finger-printed. Ber- 
tillon and photograph records are 
kept for the use of the police and 
other penal institutions. 

The growing importance of the ne- 
cessity of looking after the feeble- 
minded population of the state in or- 
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ment of Public Works, which has been 
carried on for about two years. 

A school for illiterates Is main- 
tained every evening, which Is at- 
tended by approximately 100 men, 
most of whom are foreigners or who 
have had little chance at an educa- 
tion. In addition, there is maintained 
a graded school for those desiring 
further education, at which are taught 
arithmetic, civil government, English, 
commercial law, Spanish and short- 
hand. 

There are two full-time clergymen, 
one representing the Catholic and the 
other the Protestant fulth, who con- 
duct the religious services on Sun- 
days, supervise the editing of the State 
Prison paper, known as "The Mentor," 
and preside over the library. There 
are also visiting clergymen repre- 
senting the Jewish and Christian Sci- 
ence beliefs. 

The men are given a short period of 
outdoor exercise In the yard every 
day, immediately following the closing 
down of the shops, and also are al- 
lowed outdoor exercise on Saturday 
afternoons. A Bystem of military 
drill and calisthenics has been insti- 
tuted, and two companies have been 
formed under the leadership of a for- 
mer Y.D. captain. 

The Department maintains an agent 
to examine into the home conditions 
of all inmates of the prison and the 
reformatory. Many of these men were 
suddenly withdrawn from their fami- 
lies, and would he occasioned serious 
loss, financial or otherwise, unless 
some person was interested in keeping 
the family together until the man’s re- 
lease. 

Massachusetts Reformatory 

The reformatory was established in 
18.84 for the treatment of younger 
criminals. Its population should he 
confined to boys over 17 and under 25 
years of age. Inmates are sent there 
for an indeterminate sentence and re- 
leased on the recommndation of the 
State Board of Parole. The idea un- 
derlying the reformatory is to sup- 
plant the idea of punishment with that 
of reformation. A merit system of 
marks and promotions is employed, 
and each inmate is supposed to earn 
his parole by good behavior and dili- 
gence in work and study. 

The physical plant at the reforma- 
tory is one of the best of any of the 
penal institutions in the country, and 
has been considerably improved since 
it was originally opened. The cells 
all contain individual plumbing and 
electric lights. There is a congregate 
dining room, a chapel, a separate 
school building and schoolrooms, and 
a separate hospital building. There 
Is ample outdoor space for drill and 
exercise, and a large farm is main- 
tained in connection with the institu- 
tion. 

A school of letters Is maintained 
from 6.30 to S.30 P. M. every day, with 
a superintendent of schools in charge 

nd paid civilian instructors. Military 
drill is provided, both squad, company 
and battalion drill. On two afternoons 
a week the boys are given tlfo privi- 
lege of outdoor exercise within the 
walls, as well as on Sunday afternoons 
and for a short period each day after 
the shops are closed. 

A separate building is devoted to a 
bathhouse and laundry, where every 
boy is obliged to take a shower bath 
at least once a week and oftener dur- 
ing certain seasons of the year. 

The keynote of the reformatory sys- 
tem is discipline. It is attempted to 
have the boys march with precision to 
and from their meals, to keep them 
checked up on their behavior by a 
system of marks, and thus teach them 
respect for authority and the necessi- 
ty for obedience and discipline, which 
is what they principally lack. 

Reformatory for Women 

This institution receives all women 
committed from the courts of the Com- 
monwealth not sent to the jails and 
houses of correction or to the State 
Farm. A woman is ordinarily com- 
mitted on an indeterminate sentence, 
lmt life prisoners may be sent here, as 
are persons for terms longer than five 
years. While this prison is primarily 
an industrial institution, much is 
made of a large farm in connection 
therewith, and during the open 
weather good results are obtained by 
working the inmates on the farm. 

A prominent feature here, as else- 
where. is the careful investigation and 
charting of the history of each inmate 
socially, industrially, physically and

committed for drunkenness and other [ 
minor offences, who are considered by 
the court to need a certain amount of 
confinement combined with hard man- 
ual labor and farm life, f’ommifments 
are made for an indeterminate term of 
one or two years. Upon their first 
commitment these men are held for 
only a part of their time and are then 
released on parole, and may he 
brought hack to serve the remainder 
of their sentences provided their con- 
duct Is not satisfactory. 

This Institution also houses a num- 
ber of paupers. It. was originally es- 
tablished as a State almshouse for the 
southeastern district of Massachusetts, 
and the pauper population is a rem- 
nant of the days when the Bridge- 
water institution was an almshouse. 

The third division of this institution 
is known as the Bridgewater State 
Hospital and houses the criminal In- 
sane. Here are kept 800 or more men 
adjudged to be Insane by the courts 
during trial or on transfer from other 
penal Institutions of the State. 

The only industry carried on at this 
Institution is the maintenance of the 
farm, which Is in itself a considerable 
undertaking. 


The estimated expenses for run- 
ning the penal institutions of the 
state for this year was as follows; 

State Prison, $305,957; Mass. Re- 
formatory. $331,830; Reformatory for 
Women. $166,607; Prison Camp, $78,- 
440 and State Farm, $446,68'*. 


SECOND CHCRCH SERVICE 


Rev. J. Edgar Park of West Newton 
preached an eloquent sermon at the 
morning service of the Second Church' 
before a congregation of eight hun-j 
dred people. His plea was for a uni- j 
versal Church with Christianity, the 
universal religion. 

The subject "Living Water” was 
chosen from the fourth chapter of St. 
John, the tenth verse. "Living Water,” 
said Mr. Park, "is, in its hidden mean- 
ing, "the magic spring of religion. 
From it. if we drink wisely, comes the 
true Christian viewpoint of breadth.” 

"Jesus set the foundation of all lib- 
eral religion in this story in the fourth 
chapter of St. John He broke Jewish 
customs in three instances: first. He 
ate with the heathen, which teach 
that all fellow human beings shall he 
as one; second, He talked with wo- 
men which was expressly forbidden. 
This has led to the great forward 
strides in the emancipation of wo- 
men since His coming; third. Jesus 
was not interested in forms. He has 
made it clear in this story that it is 
not what place or church one wor- 
ships in that brings one into closer 
touch with God. but regardless of 
creed and form, it is thru spirit and 
truth that we worship God. 

"Christ preached this and lived it in 
his every day life. This is our oppor- 
tunity, to inspire all whom we meet 
in our daily living. There is this mis- 
sionary spirit in every man even as 
it was in Christ."

ogation of other feeble-minded per 
sons has led to the establishment of 
a department for defective delin- 
quents at the State Farm at Bridge- 
water. This class of persons consti- 
tutes 27 per cent of the population of 
the penal institutions of the country 
and they form a large proportion of 
those who are arrested again and 
again for minor offenses. These peo- 
ple need special training with re- 
straint and discipline and it is ex- 
pected that the new department will 
fill a long felt necessity. 

Catholic and Protestant chaplains 
are provided and there are Sunday 
services at each of the institutions. 

The department has agents for aid- 
ing discharged prisoners and for aid- 
ing discharged female prisoners. 

The health of the inmates is looked 
after by resident physicians at each 
institution and a searching physical 
examination is made of each new ar- 
rival, and a record kept of each in- 
mate. 

Libraries are provided In each of 
the prisons of the state and county, 
with a total of over 41,000 volumes, 
and each inmate of the prisons is fur- 
nished with literature on Americani- 
zation and the fundamentals of 
American government. 

The annual report of the department 
gives the menus of meals served to 
t he inmates of all the penal institu- 
tions and which are too lengthy to be 
given in this article. 

State Prison 

This is the institution to which are 
sent felons and serious offenders, and 
corresponds to the penitentiaries in 
other States. All commitments are 
made on a maximum and minimum 
sentence, and no person can be com- 
mitted for less than two and one- 
half years. No women are taken at 
this institution. 

The location of the prison in the 
congested district of Charlestown 
makes it necessary to conduct it as 
an industrial prison primarily. 

The industries maintained at the 
prison are the manufacture of shoes, 
aluminum and metal ware, brushes, 
mattresses and clothing. A very im- 
portant department of the metal ware 
industry is the manufacture of auto- 
mobile number plates for the Depart - 


case. 

The principal industry is sewing 
and knitting. Many of the flags now 
publicly displayed in New England 
were manufactured by the women at 
the reformatory. 

Prison ( amp and Hospital 

At West Rutland is maintained a 
hospital for the treatment of tubercu- 
lar prisoners, to which are transferred 
from all the State and county prisons 
men who have been diagnosed as tu- 
bercular. There they receive a spe- 
cial diet and hospital care. The hos- 
pital is located on high ground, 3 
miles from the State tuberculosis 
.sanatorium. Fresh milk and eggs 
form a prominent place in the diet. 

In order to maintain this hospital, 
a prison camp has been established in 
the vicinity, to which are transferred 
honor men from the other penal insti- 
tutions of the State. This camp, sect- 
ion of the Prison Camp and Hospital 
has been extended, so that at one time 
seven small prison camps were in op- 
eration in connection with certain of 
the State institutions. It has been the 
practice to reward good behavior in 
penal institutions by a transfer to 
camp, where the men have the privi- 
lege of outdoor work, learn responsi- 
bility and self-reliance, and, instead of 
finishing their terms in a debilitated 
condition, have from three to six 
months’ preparation before resuming 
work in the community. These camps 
are not in any way used to reduce the 
punishment of persons sentenced by 
the courts. As a general thing, a man 
is not transferred until near the end 
of his term. 

Slate Farm 

This is the largest of the group of 
penal institutions, and was, up to Au- 
gust. 1919, governed by a Board of 
Trustees under the supervision of the 
SiW Board of Charity. The State 
Farm was one of the first experiments 
along the line of a prison farm in the 
country. It has maintained a splendid 
farm of 1,100 acres, which has been 
visited by a great many persons inter- 
ested in the work of an institution of 
this nature. 

Its inmates are of three classes. The 
prison department consists of persons

CAN GROW NEW TUSK IN YEAR 

Discovery Is Made That the Walrus 
May Prolong World’s Vanishing 
Supply of Ivory. 

A remarkable discovery at the seal 
rookeries on Pribilof islands may pro- 
long the world’s vanishing Ivory sup- 
ply. 

Last summer an obnoxious hull 
walrus was mnuled by government 
seal keepers, and in the light one of 
Its long tusks was broken off. This 
spring the same recalcitrant mammal 
returned, and to the surprise of both 
natives and attendants the tusk had 
grown out five Inches, the end still 
showing the rnggeil edge of the break. 

It is now believed that an annual 
crop of this excellent Ivory enn he 
harvested by cutting off one-half of 
one tusk each year from the hull 
walrus. The one left Intact is used 
by the mammal In digging clams and 
sea food. In a year the stub would 
have grown out enough to serve ns 
a pickax, so the other tusk could be 
sacrificed for the fancies of man. 

Walrus Ivory Is in great demand 
in China and Japan, where it Is 
utilized for small carvings.

Graphite and Siberia. 

Extensive deposits of graphite exist 
in northwestern Siberia, on the left 
hank of the River Kureika, near the 
junction with the River Yenisei. 00 
miles from the mouth of the latter 
river. The graphite area forms a hori- 
zontal plateau, the elevation of which 
varies from 20 to 50 feet above the 
normal level of the River Kureika. The 
plateau contains two layers of graph- 
ite. which Is of a solid steel-gray color, 
soft and of an excellent quality for 
the manufacture of pencils. It Is be- 
lieved that in the future these graph- 
ites will supply Russian demands and 
that large quantities will he available 
for export. The chief sources of 
graphite have been Ceylon, Bohemia, 
Germany, France and the United 
States. The annual world production 
has been approximately 120, POO short 
tons.

NORCMREGA DISTRICT RALLY 

The Opening Rally of the Norum- 
begu District School of Religious Ed- 
ucation took place Monday evening, 
Oct. 2, at the Central Church, New- 
tonvllle. Mr. Nathan Heard, chair- 
man of the Community School com- 
mittee, presided. Rev. M. H. Lich- 
liter offered the opening prayer. Mr. 
Heard then Introduced Prof. F. L. 
Stricklnnd, of Roston University, the 
speaker of the evening. 

Prof. Strickland’s topic was "What 
Is our Aim in Religious Education?" 
He began by quoting some statistics 
from the Inter-Church World Move- 
ment survey of Religious Education. 
There are, in round numbers, 43,000,- 
000 children and youth, under 25 years 
of age, In this country, who are 
Protestant or nominally Protestant. 
Of this number, over 27,000,000 are 
not in the Sunday Schools of the 
Protestant churches. Some of these 
have doubtless been at one time or 
another connected with some Sunday 
School, hut not for nearly as long a 
period of time as is needed for ade- 
quate, serious, and systematic reli- 
gious education. Of those actually en 
rolled in the Sunday Schools, half of 
them attend less than half the time. 
When they do come, they find poor 
equipment and only a small amount 
of time, about half an hour per week, 
given to Bible study. Although these 
facts seem very discouraging, their 
purpose is merely to cause the church- 
es to realize their responsibility and 
opportunity. 

After this address, Dr. H. W. Gates, 
Director of the School, spoke briefly, 
introducing the faculty and explaining 
the courses. Opportunity for regis- 
trations in the school resulted in 73 
enrollments. Registration will he 
continued during the coming two 
weeks and especially at the next two 
sessions, Oct. 9 and 16, so that the 
prospects for a large enrollment are 
good.

THE FUEL SITUATION 

Mr. O. M. Fisher, the Fuel adminis- 
trator forw Newton, wishes us to state 
some of the pertinent facts regarding 
the fuel situation as it affects this 
part of the country. Mr. Phelan, the 
Fuel Administrator for Massachusetts, 
in a recent statement, says that at 
best we are going to receive a very 
limited supply of anthracite coal dur- 
ing the next few weeks, and that the 
supply to adequately take care of the 
needs of the people throughout the 
winter will fall far short. The public 
should provide themselves with a suf- 
ficient supply of other fuels as sub- 
stitutes, to last at least for a few 
weeks at a time. These substitutes 
may be the burning of electricity, gas, 
soft coal, which seems to be coining 
in such quantities as to indicate a suf- 
ficient supply hut not necessarily a 
surplus, wood, or fuel oils, as the in- 
dividuals may find most convenient to 
use. 

The production of anthracite coal 
has fallen oft' in 1922 to one-third of 
what was produced in 1921, due to the 
lack of operation of the mines for the 
past five months. 

In addition there has been a falling 
oft in car movements from an aver- 
age of 481 cars per day in 1920-21, to 
an average of 200 cars per day dur- 
ing the month of September. It will 
take an average of 600 cars per day 
for several months to make up this 
shortage and that average is. of 
course, absolutely impossible at the 
present time. 

It is the opinion of those well quali- 
fied to speak that we shall receive hut 
40 per cent of our usual supply of 
anthracite coal this winter.

In "The Nineteenth Century.” Lady 
Nancy Astor discusses the drink prob- 
lem in terms both of England and 
America. She declares she does not 
advocate a prohibition act for Eng- 
land. that English public opinion is 
not prepared for it. But she also snys 
that on the other hand "it is surely 
a counsel of despair to sit with folded 
hands and wait for weak-willed citi- 
zens to be eliminated by a process of 
eugenics.” Lady Astor offers this 
remark, which is pertinent surely to 
conditions on both sides of the ocean: 

As ait industrial nation, dependent 
on foreign export irnde, we simply 
cannot afford either the inefficiency, 
loss of time and slackness caused by 
drink, or the high taxation (and so 
increased cost of production) due to 
our having to spend so much on the 
victims of alcohol in prisons, police 
courts, infirmaries, hospitals, work 
houses, etc.” 

But her most interesting comments 
lyive to do with what she describes as 
an organized undertaking in Great 
Britain to belittle prohibition In the 
United States. She says: "Ever since 
America went dry the British liquor 
trade has, for self-interest and as a 
method of discrediting prohibition, 
carried on an organized campiagn to 
create prejudice against America. It 
has minimized America’s war effort 
and misrepresented her peace aims. 
Quite recently a leading brewer made 
the most disparaging remarks at a 
public banquet about America. When 
its profit is threatened the trade does 
not hesitate to take up an anti-nation- 
al policy Private interest in stimulat- 
ing the greatest consumption of intox- 
icants cannot lie reconciled with clean 
politics, with the national interest, or 
with international undertaking." 

And for Lady Astor’s filial sentence 
many fair-minded Americans will feel 
grateful whatever their views as to 
tlie merits of American prohibition. 

It is not only American cranks, as 
the trade so cleverly tries to suggest, 
who are acting, but it is the most pro- 
gressive, democratic and liberty-lov- 
ing members of the English-speaking

IMPRESSIONS OF EUROPE 


The membership of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce has been ma- 
terially increased during the summer 
months and is to be further developed 
along consistent and systematic lines 
during the remainder of the year. At 
the present time about 25 or more new 
members are being ndded to the 
Chamber each week, and the total 
reached at the middle of the present 
week was 873. 

Of the eleven so-called villages of 
Newton, Waban heads the list in re- 
gard to total representation in the 
Chamber membership with 176. New- 
ton is next in line with 172, while 
Newtonville occupies third place with 
142. Newton Centre has recently 
passed the hundred mark and now has 
101 to its credit, while West Newton 
follows with 82 and Newton High- 
lands has 66. 

Interested members of the Cham- 
ber recently developed a consistent 
membership eort in the Chestnut Hill 
section which has heretofore been rep- 
resented by a small group. This 
has already been increased to 58, and 
present indications are that this num- 
ber will he doubled in the immediate 
future. A similar effort is being con- 
templated in Auburndale which now 
has 34 members. The membership 
campaign of last spring secured 24 
members in the Nonantum district, 
while Newton Upper Falls has nine 
members, there are 5 in Newton Low- 
er Falls, and 4 non-resident members 
increase the total to 873. It is the 
intention of “the officers and directors 
of the Chamber to increase this total 
to more than a thousand before the 
end of the present year, while it is 
felt that an ultimate total of 2,000 will 
be none too large for a city of the size 
of Newton. The co-operation and 
membership of any public spirited 
citizen of Newton will he welcomed 
by the Chamber at any time. 

Plans are being gradually developed 
which promise a busy senson for the 
Chamber, beginning with the present 
month. Some of the Chamber com- 
mit t res have been active during the 
summer and the committee on street 
railway service already has several 
substantial accomplishments to its 
credit. One new committee, on in- 
surance, was organized during the 
summer and includes Clinton N. Sco- 
vell, chairman; Herbert M. Cole, Her- 
bert W. Colby, Sam T. Emery, and 
Arthur W. Hollis. This committee has 
already arranged for a re-inspection 
of conditions in Newton by represen- 
tatives of the New England Insur- 
ance Exchange, with regard to in- 
creased fire protection since the last 
inspection by the Exchange and with 
a view of securing a reduction in fire 
insurance rates. Other committees, 
authorized late last season, are to be 
appointed in the immediate future and 
an effort made to have each begin to 
function early in the season. Various 
purposes and objectives of the Cham- 
ber, as outlined in its "Program of 
Work” are to be given consideration 
by the directors and taken up, one by 
one during the season, either through 
that hoard or by reference to special 
committees. With a rapidly growing 
membership that is becoming more 
and more representative each day, it 
is felt that sentiment in favor of some 
of these objectives may he organized 
and made much more effective this 
season than* has been possible with 
the former limited membership, which 
was less than half as large at the 
close of last season /than at the pres- 
ent time. 

The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber will hold its first meeting since 
the vacation season on next Monday 
evening, when the future work of the 
Chamber will he carefully considered 
and planned out. At this meeting 
plans will lie made for the October 
meeting of tht* Chamber, and consid- 
eration given to the other monthly 
meetings during the remainder of the 
season. With its greatly increased 
membership, a corresponding increase 
in the attendance at the Chamber 
meetings is anticipated for the com- 
ing season and every effort is to be 
put forth to arrange programs that 
will not only aid in developing the 
work of the Chamber but will also 
prove interesting and worth while to 
members. 


Mr. and Mrs. Donald Itust of High- 
land avenue, spent a few weeks this 
summer in Europe. They motored 
from Cologne through Bonn to Cob- 
lenz. Here they were the guests of 
Mr. James Springer formerly of 
Newtonville, chief secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A. 

‘ Mrs. Rust was impressed with the 
way in which the whole town includ- 
ing many of the most attractive 
residences was given over to the sold- 
iers and the courtesy with which they 
wero received. She had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the interior of Ehren- 
breitstein which fortress together with 
others in the vicinity, is being blown 
up by the order of the French govern- 
ment. 

One of the strongest impressions 
which Germany makes upon her visit- 
ors is the wonderful way in which 
they conserve their land. Forests, for 
example are regularly pruned, dead 
wood etc, being removed. All fruit 
trees in Germany belong to the Govern- 
ment and are auctioned off on a cer- 
tain day. The grapes, too, are all 
gathered on a certain day. 

A trip from Bruges, Belgium, to 
Ypres was very saddening. Especially 
striking was the way in which the 
beautiful trees of Bruges come sud- 
denly to an end as one approaches 
the battle field. 

All along the highways of Belgium 
one saw peasants riding bicycles, 
often shining and new, wearing wood- 
en shoes or felt slippers and no stock- 
ings, the latter articles being very 
difficult to obtain. 

From Munich to Paris by motor was 
another wonderful trip. 

In the vicinity of Verdun, Mr. Rust 
picked up a hand grenade which had 
not exploded. He put it down again 
with the greatest care, as explosions 
are frequent in this region. 

One of the most tragic sights in 
Europe was the Trench of the 
Bayonets near Verdun, where the 
bodies of those who fell were juried 
in the trench the bayonets remaining 
sticking up over the top just as when 
the brave soldier held it. The trench 
was filled with these mute testimonies 
of the bravery of the French. 

A more pleasant impression wns of 
a visit to a typical English country 
home, “The Knoll,” not far from Win- 
sor Castle. Here one saw the beauti- 
ful English country stretching away 
on every side, kept with the scrupu- 
lous care which every Englh/hman 
bestows on the land he it a tiny 
garden or rolling acres. 

In this country house there was a 
window through which Queen Anne 
used to gaze when in the 18th century 
she was one of its distinguished 
guests.

7,623 REPORTERS A DAY 

A staff of -T5 people was necessary 
to handle the fiood of letters from 
readers to the Boston Post, in connect- 
ion with its "Every reader a reporter” i 
feature in which it has been awarding 1 
a Ford each day for the most interest- 
ing item submitted. 

To insure that its contest was fair, 
the Post engaged Price, Waterhouse 
& Co., accountants, to report. This con- 
cern found t hut. up to the time of its 
report. 388,769 pieces of mail had been 
passed upon, an average of 7,623 
letters a day, *vith an average work- 
ing force of 27 people. At one time 
45 people were necessary, although 
at the start four employees handled 
the mail. 

“The daily winner is determined by 
a process of elimination,” the auditors 
state. "The first reading of the arti- 
cles results in the rejection of all 
hut about 1,000 daily. These in turn 
are reduced to 250 by a second group 
of experienced Post employees. This 
remainder is further reduced to from 
50 to 75 by the Ford-a-day man in 
charge. The final lot is submitted to 
tlie managing editor, who decides the 
daily winner. The Tact that many 
members are in isolated localities 
would indicate that the awards are 
based purely on merit. 

"The regular price of a fully 
equipped Ford touring car witli self 
starter and demountable rim lias been 
paid, the minimum price being $499. 
We huve reports on file of stories 
being investigated and in most in- 
tanoi I be winning story 1 b one t bat 
has been ffiersonully investigated.

I’ll K KlHTOlt GOES A. VISITING 

The editor joined n delegation of the 
Massachusetts Press Association hist 
week in a tour of western Massachus- 
etts which Included a half-day s visit 
to the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege in Amherst and a discussion of 
its problems with President Kenyon 
L. Butterfield and members of the 
staff. 

We visited the splendid agricultural 
and horticultural buildings of the col- 
lege. where approximately not) four- 
year and nearly 300 two-year students 
are studying, tuition-free, preparing 
themselves for vocations not yet over- 
crowded, and getting a good college 
education besides, In this state- sup- 
ported college. We saw the pure bred 
livestock on t lie COO acre college farm, 
including in its numbers a world 
champion ram and the cow that was 
adjudged the champion female at the 
Eastern States exposition last year. 
We admired the beautiful $150,000 stu- 
dent activities building which the 
Aggie alumni recently built as a 
memorial to their 51 war dead. We 
watched the 55th freshman class at 
military drill, which is part of the 
training of the state agricultural col- 
lege. We saw the fine athletic field 
the college alumni and students built 
and financed. We dined in the student 
dining hall on products grown on the 
college farm. From the top of the 
Botany building we enjoyed an un- 
equalled view of the wonderful Conn- 
ecticut Valley surrounding the college. 
We could see the collge forest on the 
crest of Mt. Toby, eight miles north, 
and we wished we were students again 
to take all the delightful hikes pos- 
sible over the hills that circle about 
Amherst. Few colleges can boast a 
more beautiful campus than this col- 
lege that is maintained by the citi- 
zens of Massachusetts. 

We learned that nearly half the stu- 
dent body are earning a large part of 
their expenses, and that the hoys who 
are working their way are the leaders 
in college life. The waiters at our 
luncheon included leading athletes 
and managers of student activities, 
not too proud to wait on their fellow 
students for their hoard. We learned 
that the economical student can go to 
college at M. A. C. on $450 a year and 
can earn the greater part of that sum. 
We found that for half a century the 
college has been training farmers’ 
sons to be better farmers than their 
fathers, but that it has also had al- 
ways a large proportion of its students 
from cities and towns, boys and girls 
who, having no farms, have become 
teachers, investigators, food chemists, 
county agricultural agents, college 
presidents and experts in the many 
important special processes of produc- 
ing. distributing, marketing, and pro- 
tecting the country’s food supply. 

We found here an experiment sta- 
tion that for forty years has been 
working with the control of crop 
pests, and with fundamental problems 
of fertility and crop production. We 
met the director of the college exten- 
sion service which carries the college 
to the people of the state by demon- 
strations of the best known practices 
in agriculture and home making, by 
educational exhibits, correspondence 
courses, extension schools, lectures 
and farm visits. 

We admired the splendid equipment 
of the institution in most respects. 
BiTt we could not help noting the in- 
adequate library, crowded to bursting 
with 70,000 volumes that leave no 
room for readers. The college needs 
new library, needs dormitories, 
needs a gymnasium, needs these build- 
ings for the welfare of the Massachu- 
setts boys and girls who are its stu- 
dents. But most of all, it needs to be 
known and understood by the people 
whose taxes support it and whose sons 
land daughters have there so full an 
opportunity to get the benefit of a col- 
lege training.

So our 
women have vowed, with a mighty 
vow, that the time to begin to improve 
is now. 

Though times are hard by slow de- 
grees, whether we starve or whether 
we freeze, we are going to work for 
an upward trend in civic improve- 
ments; so now we bend our every 
effort to the cause of our civic 
relations and civic “in-laws.” Our 
childrens' physical state is good, hut 
what of their intellectual food? 

Are there more than a very few that 
know there is more to enjoy than a 
movie show? Youth is eager and rest- 
less, and easily led; don’t we offer 
them stones, perhaps, oftener than 
bread! Surely our townsmen would 
take keen delight in a library building 
that is now clean and light. More 
room and more hooks — It would he 
sowing the seed, for a crop of good 
citizens, of which there is need. 

We can’t huve it, right ofT hut we’ll 
work and we'll wait, till our means 
match more nearly our •need; soon 
or luter, public spirit and pride will 
cry out until hoarse, for what, in most 
towns, is u matter of course. Help 
the library fund at the library fair.

NEWTON W. C. T. I . 

In speaking before the Newton W. 
C. T. l\. last Friday, Dr. S. H. Wood- 
row’s "trumpet uttered no uncertain 
sound.” He said in part after portray- 
ing the advantages of prohibition in 
Portland. Oregon, that the average ar- 
in Massachusetts 
for seven wet years were more than 
P°i* lOnO. while the average for the 
tw od ry years was more than 2t5 per 
1000, a decrease of more than 55 9r — 
He also showed that the decrease of 
arrests for drunkenness at our penal 
institutions at Beer Island was a de- 
crease of S3 r ; during the same time 
more than one thousand women were 
sent down to the island during the 
wet years compared with 168 during 
the dry. Similar comparisons were 
blade in sepect to " Non Support,” 
'Deaths from Alcoholism,’ tin Increase 
ill Savings.’ 

Dr. Woodrow then showed how no 
law however good has power to en- 
force itself. Moses wrote “Thou Shalt 
not steal" so there must have been 
stealing in his time or they would not 
have needed a law against it. St. 
Paul wrote "Let him that steal steal 
no more.” so there must have been 
stealing in his time. There seems to 
lx* stealing now — see t lie morning 
papers . For 4000 years there has been 
a law against stealing and it is vio- 
lated every day, but we do not have 
appeals for the abolition of the law 
against stealing. 

The objection to prohibition that! 
it interferes with personal liberty, 
was, also shown in its true light. No 
man except on a Crusoe island is at 
liberty to do as he pleases. We are 
not at liberty to do what will interfere 
with the comfort and well-being of 
others. The public good is above pri- 
vate interest. We suppress the liquor 
traffic because it injuries the Individual 
and because it Injures society. 

The Eighteenth Amendment is a 
law of our land and every citizen 
should obey the law. One may work 
to have a law repealed if he does not 
like it, hut he cannot he a good citizen 
and break the law, or seek to nullify 
it. We are not at liberty to pick out 
the laws we are willing to obey, and 
violate other laws. Any criminal is 
willing to do that. All the law is bind- 
ing on every citizen. The question is 
will Massachusetts stand by the 
constitution or the United States. This 
is one of the most important questions 
that has come before Massachusetts 
people in many years. We have Con- 
con! and Lexington and Bunker Hill. 
Will the Old Bay State vote for null! 
fication? That is the question, Legis- 
lation assuring the co-operation of our 
state with the government of the 
United States in this matter, was pass- 
ed by the Massachusetts legislature 
and was signed by the Governor. It 
ought at this moment to lie the law 
of Massachusetts. But the Referen 
dum, which was designed for good 
purposes, has been in oked for this 
evil purpose. By this means the issue 
is confused and the time delayed for 
th»* effective enforcement of the pro 
hibition law here. The forces of evil 
are always at work because they make 
their money that way, while good 
people have to give time and money 
without any desire or hope of material 
gain. We must work from now till 
election in order that our State may 
Dike her place in favor of law and 
order, and in obedience to the Consti- 
tution of the United States.

"After three months of thorough in- 
vestigation, I am convinced that pro- 
hibition in the t’nited States has suc- 
ceeded. Moreover, F have collected 
facts and statistics, and direct testi- 
mony, which support this verdict, and 
which I believe will he accepted as 
conclusive by any fair-minded, im- 
partial judge.’’ 

The result of this searching Inquiry 
has just been made public In a 16-page 
pamphlet, entitled "Hold Fast Amer- 
ica." 

I cannot leave the subject of incltis- 
rial conditions without touching on 
the opinions of the laboring men 
themselves. I know It Is a general 
impression that most men who work 
with their hands are opposed to pro- 
hibition. But. much to my surprise, 
this belief was not supported by inter- 
views with these men. Most of the 
opposition one hears talked of comes 
from laborers of foreign birth, who 
resent being deprived of the wines and 
beers to which they have been accus- 
tomed all their lives. 

James Duncan, Secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
Seattle, Wash., is one of the labor 
leaders who stands ready to confirm 
his assertion. Mr. Duncan declares 
that Samuel Gompers. in his attitude- 
opposing the Volstead law, does not 
represent the 3,000,000 members of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
which he heads. If the prohibition 
question was put to a vote tomorrow, 
Mr. Duncan believes that it would 
receive a big majority vote from the 
laboring men of the country. 

This statement is suported by a 
canvas of labor leaders in March. 
1020. made by the Literary Digest. 
The results show that 345 leaders be- 
lieved that prohibition was a benefit 
to the laboring man, 143 that it was 
no benefit, while 31 were doubtful, 
and seven said that prohibition had 
not been given a fair trial.

I'ltOHIRITION FACTS 

“All the facts are wrong hut it 
would lie hard to find many better 
arguments for the passage of the state 
enforcement act. Referendum Ques- 
tion No. I, t ban is offered in the broad 
cast letter of tlie Association Against 
Prohibition,” said Arthur J. Davis, 
superintendent of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Saloon League in a statement 
issued today. “If enforcement is as 
ineffective as this letter maintains, 
then we cannot longer do without a 
law empowering our peace officers to 
net. 

“Tlie Volstead Act did not destroy 
three hundred millions of annual re- 
venue. as this letter asserts. Instead, 
it created a sober America able to 
multiply its internal revenue tax pny 
meats over five times without serious 
embarrassments, it turned into cre- 
ative channels not only the $189,518,- 
287 paid in liquor taxes in 1917, the 
last normal "wet year, hut also the 
$1,693,231,478 which was the annual 
drink Dill in 1917. 

“The Massachusetts State Bureau 
of Labor Statistics has reported that 
in this state 75% of the adult paupers 
were alcohol addicts and that 40% 
were reduced to pauperism by exces 
sive indulgence; that 96.44% of the 
adult criminals were alcoholics and 
that with 84.41% intemperate habits 
led to the commission of the crime for 
which they were imprisoned; that 
51.44% of the adult insane in the state 
were alcoholics. 

“The principal source of poverty, 
crime and insanity vanished with the 
closing of the open saloon. If drink 
made paupers, criminals and madmen 
were added to the present almshouse, 
prison and asylum population at the 
same rate as in tlie past, the tax rate 
would jump over the moon. 

“The increase in drunkenness men- 
tioned in the broadcast letter is sea re- 
ly accurate. It ignores the actual fact 
that drunkenness arrests on the aver- 
age for the last two “dry” years were 
55% LESS in the state than in the 
average for the last seven "wet” years, 
according to the reports of the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Correction. 

“But Mr. Fleming, who signed the 
letter, is right in one respect en- 

forcement will lie ineffective until we 
have a state enforcement act.”

The Watertown Cooperative Bank 
will open its new banking home at 66 
Main Street, Watertown, Mass., on 
October 21 for public inspection from 
two o’clock in the afternoon until nine 
in the evening. It is expected thnt 
thousands of the residents of the town 
and visitors from nearby towns will 
improve this opportunity to see the 
interior which is in keeping with 
the substantial and attractive exterior, 
both in fittings and furnishings. 

The growth of the bank, which now 
has assets of over $4,180,000, and 
which is eight times the size it was 
ten years ago, has been such as to 
demand larger quarters and there will 
be available more than three times 
the floor space now occupied.

The discussion of the general sub-

Our grand jury 
system, supposed to he Impartial, is 
largely a machine operated by the 
prosecuting officer. 

“We find that in this country crim- 
inal law is not a preventive of crime 
nor a protection of the public, but a 
protection for the criminal. 

"One of the great faults of criminal 
law is the opportunity for delay it pro- 
vides the criminal. An effort is now

board must look at the neighborhood 
where the Inn was located and 
Auburndale is unanimously opposed 
to the permit. On his suggestion, 
.fudge W. L. Allen, the counsel for the 
Inn was allowed to make n statement 
and said that there was no evidence 
presented against the management of 
the Inn other than mere hearsay and 
the Police Department, found every- 
thing in proper shape. Mr. Allen had 
known the petitioner for five years 
and vouched for his character. His 
plans call for an investment of $100,000 
and that mere fact should be a 
guarantee of the character of the Inn 
and their good faith. The petitioner 
came to Newton at Mr. Allen’s advice 
and should be given a trial for one 
or two months at least. 

Alderman Ross was evidently dis- 
turbed over the rumors regarding his 
position on the matter and said that 
there had been a lot of cheap talk 
about it. He denied that he was 
‘‘tied up” in any manner on the ques- 
tion. 

Alderman Young said the petition- 
ers should have made a preliminery 
investigation regarding the possibili- 
ties of a permit before Investing $43.- 
000 in the property, and remarked 
that against this sum the property 
valuation of the remonstrants of 
$1; >0.000 should he considered. The 
residents there had made this invest- 
ment for their own homes and wanted 
a quiet and beautiful spot. He be- 
lieved the Inn would not he a day 
time proposition hut would run far 
into the night with automobile traffic 
and consequent noise. He quoted a 
real estate expert as saying that 
property within a quarter mile of the 
Inn would be depreciated 25^. Mr. 
Young was severe on the Police de- 
partment saying that he had com- 
plained for over a year about the boot- 
leggers in Auburndale with no action 
from the police. As to the Inn, he 
closed by saying, it wasn’t the man- 
agement. but the crowd which would 
he objectionable. 

Alderman Nichols took a sane and 
sensible stand, saying that the law 
contemplated the granting of such a 
license only for the best good of the 
entire city and not for the conveni- 
ence of the residents of Auburndale 
alone. The proposed location was! 
not on a thorofare and hence was a' 
place intended to he sought by out- 
siders for their own entertainment, 
and therefore was not for the public 
convenience. The committee report 
was then accepted by a voice vote. 

The zoning ordinance was not 
brought up until the end of the docket 
and following a ten minute recess 
which lasted an hour. The debate 
centered over amendments offered by 
President Hollis to the revised ordin- 
ance as reported by a majority of the 
two committees which had considered 
the matter. The effect of the amend- 
ments was to allow two family houses 
in the first or so called single family 
zone. The debate in which President 
Hollis, and Alderman Whidden, White 
Phipps. Jewell. Carter. G. W. Pratt. 
Melcher. Madden. Ross. Saltonstali 
and Heathcote took part lasted nearly 
two hours, the amendments being re- 
jected by a standing vote 7 to 11. It 
was then that Alderman White raised 
the technical question to which refer- 
ence has been made. The hoard then 
directed the City Clerk to send out 
the proposed ordinance in legal form 
prior to the next meeting and ad- 
journed at 12.50 A. M. 

The session was also remarkable for 
the latitude given the general public 
to participate in the debate on various 
matters. Judge Allen spoke on the 
Castle Inn question, as did Mr. Will 

C. Eddy and Mr. C. F. Cheney made 
statement in regard to the street 

railway tracks on Walnut street. 

The sesion opened with the usual 
hearings, the Edison Company asking 
for poles on Dunster road and on 
Newtonville avenue. Mr. G. C. Warren 
writing a letter of protest against the 
first and Mr. E. A. McCassey opposing 
the latter. 

There was a strong oppostion to the 
petition of Gertrude Purdy for a ten 
car garage on C’ourt street. Mr. A. T. 
Purdy speaking in favor and Mr. F. 
H. Heislein voicing the opposition. 

The laying out of Owatonna street 
was favored by Messrs C. A. Chandler, 
W. FT Smith and C. S. Cowdrey with 
no opposition. 

A sewer in Varick road was favored 
by Arthur T. Estabrook and opposed 
by Harold Parker and G. T. Mauch 
as unnecessary. 

No one appeared at hearings on per- 
mits to keep gasolene by Win. O. 
Harrington, Court street, the Metro- 
politan District Commission, at 2401 
Commonwealth avenue, and Charles 
A. Morse at Chestnut hill road, and 
these permits were granted. There 
were hearings, also, on petition of O. 

D. Brett for a filling station at Park 
and Washington streets, and on a 
sewer in Westland avenue. 

Mayor Childs sent In a veto of the 
order for $7,500 for "resurfacing.” 
The Mayor said In part. 

This appropriation from FTxcess and 
Deficiency account is for “street re- 
surfacing” I am aware however of the 
fact that the appropriation was made 
with the idea that it would be used 
for the resurfacing of Walnut street 
over the tracks of the M. & B. 

The condition of Walnut street at 
the present time is not satisfactory. 
I understand that it is in nty power 
to strive to enforce the restrictions of 
the original location. If I do so the 
kind of materials used by the street 
railway company under said restric- 
tions will not be satisfactory to the 
neighborhood fir conform with present 
needs for automobile truffle on Walnut 
street.

hoard has placed those old fashioned 
restrictions on this location. It seems 
to me that your Honorable hoard 
should Indicate by a specific appropri- 
ation for the resurfacing of Walnut 
street. Its desire to have Walnut 
street repaired so that the tracks will 
he in accordance with modern 
methods, rather than to make an 
in definite appropriation. 

Where a former hoard of aldermen 
has placed certain restrictions It seems 
to me that the present hoard should 
say whether those restrictions should 
he carried out or whether a new meth- 
od of pavement should be put in on 
street railway tracks nt the city’s 
expense. 

To carry through the order In its 
present form according to what I 
understand to be the intention of your 
honorable board would be to change 
a contract without any specific author- 
ity to do so. 

Alderman Whidden said that the 
changed conditions as to paving street 
railway tracks made it necessary to 
make some change In the original 
contract. Alderman Carter said that 
partial relief had already been ob- 
tained and had emphasized the 
difference from former conditions. 
Alderman Young said that other cities 
were doing this work at their own 
expense and that some relief should 
he granted the residents of Walnut 
street. This was not to be considered 
a permanent change of policy but a 
trying out of a specific case. 

Alderman Jewell questioned wheth- 
er Walnut street needed heavy class 
construction and questioned if this 
was the proper pavement for that 
street. He also queried how much 
of a precedent this appropriation 
would make. Alderman Saltonstall 
slid that the Mayor evidently desired 
to have the Street railway company 
live up to its contract and said he 
was opposed to the order in its pre- 
sent form. 

Alderman White said the veto calls 
attention to a condition and not a 
theory and believed this was an 
initial appropriation which would 
eventually include all the street rail- 
way locations in the city. 

The matter was then referred to the 
committees on Finance and Public 
Works. At this point Mil. Cheney 
took the opportunity to say that 
Walnut street real estate was valued 
at over $800,000 and that this property 
was being depreciated by reason of 
the noise of the street cars. This 
strecth of track, some 4600 feet long 
was used by the 2000 pupils of the 
high schools. The car rails were 
worn threadbare the ties rotted and 
the paving blocks out of place and the 
tax payers on the street feel that they 
are abused. 

Mayor Childs sent in recommend- 
ations for $4730 for grading street 
from WatertdWn line to Jefferson 
street, for $250 for a kindergarten at 
West Newton, for $1000 for grading 
around Auburndale fire station, for 
$10,000 issue of Street Improvement 
bonds, and for $28,000 for taking 
three lots of land to enlarge Under- 
wood school lot. all of which were 
approved. 

He also recommended taking land 
corner of Walnut and Watertown 
streets, $200 for office expenses, $500 
for maintenance of autos, and $4,000 
for repairs of school buildings. Build- 
ings Department, for $10S for pavment 
of Street Department bills of 1019 and 
$2455 for completion of work at the 
Junior High School.

These delays in the administration 
are breaking down the respect for all 
law. The respect for property rights 
lire decreasing, due possibly to the 
loss of home control and the growth 
of material for amusement of the 
young. 

There are four great educational 
agencies, the home, the church, the 
school and the theatre.

And of the four great agen- 
cies, the theatre today has the great- 
est influence among the rising gen- 
eration. With it commercialized and 
vu’garized, with the moving picture 
industry becoming one of the largest 
in the country the amusements must 
he heeded as causes of crime.” 

Mr. Allen said that there was less 
picking of pockets at the present time j 
hut he believed that pickpockets were 
turning into bootleggers as there was 
less risk and more profits. In closing I 
he urged approval of the 4th referen- j 
dum at the state election, not as a 1 
matter of light wines and beer, but as 
a straight forward demand for the en- 
forcement of law.

SFRHH S ACCIDENT 


Mr. Albert D. Locke, formerly presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Golf 
Association, at present a member of 
the executive committee of the United 
States Golf Association, a member of 
the golf committee of the Brae-Burn 
Country Club and active in the affairs 
of that organization, was seriously in- 
jured yesterday morning, when his 
automobile was demolished in collision 
with a Middlesex and Boston Street 
Railway car at Commonwealth avenue 
and Chestnut street, West Newton. 

Mr. Locke is at the Newton Hospital 
suffering from a severe scalp wound, 
possible concussion of the brain and 
many bruises. He was alone at the 
time of the accident, having just left 
his home at 1775 Beacon street, 
Waban, for Wollaston. 

He planned to drive first to the 
home of Harry L. Ayer on Prince- 
street. West Newton, as Mr. Ayer was 
to accompany him.

H9IH SCHOOL FOOTBALL 

Somerville will he Newton’s oppon- 
ent at Claflln Field tomorrow after- 
noon in the second lap of the Sub- 
urban title race.

It 
is just an ordinary Suburban team 
and nothing more. 

Newton football followers are look- 
ing forward to tomorrow’s contest 
with more than usual interest. The 
Garden City outfit was disappointing 
in the Everett skirmish, not because 
tlie team appeared weak, hut because 
it failed to think and p’ay as it had 
been coached. Tomorrow should tell 
another story. Coach Dickinson has 
worked hard with the squad and if 
Newton doesn’t look 50 per cent bet- 
ter against Somerville we miss our 
guess. 

Somerville, like Everett, has a fight- 
ing football team. The Somerville 
elevens of the last few years have not 
been any too powerful, but no team 
that has faced them has gone away 
without knowing it had been in a real 
football game. The Red and Blue com- 
bination is better than that of last 
year but we don’t believe it has suffi- 
cient staying power to hold Newton. 
Our choice is Newton to win by at 
least two touchdowns. 

Fairbanks, one of the heaviest men 
on the Orange and Black squad, will 
get into the game tomorrow at full- 
back. Fairbanks Is the plunging type 
of back, extremely fast for his size, 
and looks to he just what the Newton 
backfield needs. Somerville will have 
trouble holding this hoy, we’re think- 
ing. Walter McQulston will remain 
at quarterback and we expect to see 
a noticeable improvement in his judg- 
ment of p’ays. Indifferent work in 
the Everett game on the part of O’Don- 
nell. gives us the impression that lie 
may he on the bench when the teams 
line up for tomorrow’s game. O’Don- 
nell has remarkable possibilities as a 
football player and it is to he regret- 
ted that he does not take the game 
more seriously.

The Columbus Day officials 
knew what they were doing and every 
penalty Newton received was rightly 
inflicted. It will he a happy day for 
football when certain enthusiasts un- 
derstand that the- officials are on the 
field for the sole purpose of carrying 
out the rulps of the game and not for 
the purpose of putting something over 
on any particular team. Naturally, an 
official makes a mistake now and then. 
AVho doesn’t? A dishonest official 
could not last more than one game in 
any locality where the rules of foot- 
ball were not written in Sanskrit. 

Last Wednesday afternoon tlie New- 
ton High Junior A’arsity squeezed out 
a 6-0 win over the Junior team from 
SomervPle High. The solitary touch- 
down of the game came as the result 
of a blocked kick which left end Mer- 
cer of Newton scooped up and ran 
some 40 yards for a score. The two 
elevens were about evenly matchd, 
although the unprejudiced onlooker 
would concede whatever superiority 
there was to the Newtonians. The 
Junior Varsity has now won two 
games and lost one.

Both teams 
are undefeated and their coining to- 
gether should furnish one of the best 
games of the season. Last year Wal- 
tham won hy a single point and we 
are inclined to believe that the Watch 
City will again he victorious. The 
majority of Newton fans would like to 
see Waltham undefeated when Coach 
Leary's men advance on Claflin Field 
the 25th of next month.

THE LARRIVEE CASE 

The review of the evidence in the 
case of Frank \V. Larrivee. ex-Newton 
patiolman. who was discharged by 
Mayor Childs for conduct unbecoming 
an officer, specifically for untruthful- 
ness to a superior officer as the result 
of a larceny case with which it is 
charged Larrivee was connected, was 
held Monday morning in Newton 
District Court. At the request of Larri- 
vee’s attorney, Frederick A. Crafts, an 
outside judge was called to sit on the 
case. Associate Justice J. C. Hannon 
of the Waltham Court presided. The 
ex-officer was charged with the larceny 
of two automobile tires and rims from 
the garage of Philip Early. Washing- 
ton street. Newton Lower Falls. With 
him at the time, it is alleged, was 
John Healey of Newtonville. who it is 
claimed, made a confession to Captain 
Burke, acting chief, in writing. In 
the presence of Sergt. Seaver and 
Healey, it is alleged that Larrivee 
denied having anything to do with the 
larceny. The Mayor discharged Larri- 
vee as a result of his investigation, 
later had a public hearing of the 
evidence and refused to change his 
finding. Larivee appealed from the 
Mayor's decision and the review of 
evidence was granted.

BRING HKD (11088 MESSAGES 

Mr. George M. Angler and Mr 
Joseph B. Jnnitfeson of the Newton 
Chapter, Ameriom* Ifled Cross, return- 
oil from the Washington Convention a 
few days ago and bring to members 
of the Red Cross in Newton two im- 
portant messages: 

First: All Red Cross chapters and 
branches in the New England division 
must prepare immediately for a big 
production campaign to provide cloth- 
ing for the refugees who have fled and 
still are fleeing into Europe, parti- 
cularly Greece, from Asia Minor to 
escape the Turks. How big this task 
will actually he remains to he seen, 
but that it will be of terme-ndous pro- 
portions appears to be certain. 

A number of officials from Red 
Cross headquarters in Washington are 
already on the sea and on their way 
to Athens and Constantinople where 
they will take care of Red Cross relief 
work. Red Cross nurses In several 
European cities ahev been ordered to 
Athens, and other personnel have al- 
ready mobilized there. 

Undoubtedly within the next few 
weeks the Newton Chapter will be 
called upon to do its share in this 
relief work. Probably, for the present, 
to provide clothing. 

The annual Red Cross Call comes 
from Armistice Day to Thanksgiving 
and it may be found necessary to ask 
for contributions for this Near East 
relief. We will know by that time 
what the necessities are. 

Second: Red Cross workers may 

feel assured that present peace time 
activities will be contineud; that the 
central committee, the governing body 
of the American Red Cross, is con- 
vinced that the charter places no such 
restrictions on the programme as 
would eliminate any of the current 
activities including service to disabled 
veterans, public Dealt h nursing, in- 
struction in home hygiene and care of 
the sick, first aid and life saving, 
Junior Red Cross and a constructive- 
health programme. 

Judge Payne, chairman of the 
central committee made it clear that 
the charter requires the Red Cross 
to take action to render disease, epide- 
mics and calamities of all kinds less 
frequent. The American Red Cross 
is a semi-governmental. national 
organization, called into being for 
emergency work, charged with the 
duty of doing emergency work, hut 
required to take action to prevent 
disease and disaster.

WIIY WEST NEWTON W ANTS A 
LIBRARY 

Primarily she wants it because she 
needs it. About a year ago some of 
tho women of West Newton found con- 
ditions so bad In tbo dingy, ill-lighted 
rooms nt the head of a dark stairway 
in the antiquated building that has 
for years boused our branch reading 
room, thnt arrangements were made 
immediately for its removal to tbo 
old vacant Congregational Church, 
where it now occupies a part of that 
building. It is an improvement to be 
sure, in the old conditions and loca- 
tion, but not what we should have by 
any means. The matter was brought 
to tbo attention of tbo Community 
Service Club of West Newton, an ef- 
fective organization of over four hun- 
dred women who re-organized them- 
selves into this club at the end of the 
war and lied Cross work in 1020. Their 
object, ns their name Implies, is to 
help better our civic condition where 
and whenever needed, to aid any 
philanthropic work of the community 


soon as it was possible, a suitable li- 
brary for our town seemed an entire- 
ly laudable and logical undertaking 
on their part. It is surely unnecessary 
at this day, to have to argue about the 
good that an adequate library, clean, 
well lighted, well ventilated, and cen- 
trally located does in a community. 

Ever since Carnegie, about thirty 
years ago gave an impetus to the li- 
brary habit by bis generous gifts, 
people have been awakened to the 
need of libraries, not alone as a source 
mid sign of culture, but as a necessary 
adjunct to the public school, and it is 
as pleasant as it is a frequent sight , 
ns one passes through even small 
towns to see the attractive, modern 
little library building, standing by it- 
self on a well-cared for plot of ground 
in the heart of the town, a source of 
pride and pleasure always, to the 
townspeople, as well as an invaluable 
asset to their common welfare. 

West Newton has lagged woefully 
in regard to the physical aspect of the 
business portion of the town, and to 
some of its educational and aesthetic 
needs. The Community Service Club 
would like to help correct this con- 
dition and awaken keener Interest in 
the efforts made to improve it. What 
better beginning could we make than 
to work for one of the greatest lacks 
— that of a library; a lack that seems 
hard to excuse considering the class 
of people that make West Newton 
their home. The criticism has been 
made that with business conditions as 
they are at present and our need for 
new schools so great, we should not 
obtrude other needs upon our public. 
But we are not trying to insist on a 
library building this year, and while 
conditions are unsettled and bad. 
Schools are built with money raised 
by taxation not by private effort and 
subscription. The club says In effect: 
We wish to work for this very real 
need of our community — a need felt 
greatly by teachers and pupils, as 
well as by those workers among our 
foreign population who in common 
with every one interested in Ameri- 
canization work, know that a good 
library rightly run is worth as much 
as a dozen up-lift societies. The in- 
terest in, and desire for a suitable li- 
brary is remarkably keen and wide- 
spread; we hope to keep it alive, in- 
crease the demand for it, and work 
unceasingly for funds until the City 
Council see their way clear to add to 
our funds the sum necessary to build 
and equip a library on a desirable 
site. Of course there are those that 
object to this project; they think that 
we are unjustifiably ambitious; that 
we should lie satisfied (how that 
stamps one!) with what we have; that 
we should not ask for money for a li- 
brary when a neighboring village has, 
perhaps, not even a reading-room. 

Our answer to such conditions is 
that progress and improvement never 
come without effort and sacrifice, and 
that nothing is good enough if it can 
he better. No one ever yet attained 
his ends, by waiting for every one else 
to begin, or for every one else to agree 
with him. How about setting an ex- 
ample that might prove an incentive 
to an ambitious neighbor? No, let us 
make this very real need a common 
bond between us, until, by faithful and 
loyal effort, our work is crowned with 
success. 

Already the fund amounts to some- 
thing over $8000, all of it the unso- 
licited gifts of a number of our gener- 
ous and public-spirited women, and 
the Club hopes that this Library Fair 
to lie given next week will materially 
increase that sum. The more gener- 
ously you give until our object is at- 
tained. the greater will he your pride 
and satisfaction in the library when 
it becomes an accomplished fact. It is 
I a great thing to do a good thing. Pres- 
ident Harper, who raised thousands of 
dollars for Chicago Uinverslty, not 
once, hut many times, said on one oc- 
casion. “I never beg, I give opportuni- 
ties.” Ho you get the significance of 
that?

Every person who reads the following paragraph and gives it a moment’s 
consideration will, I think, accept it as true: 

Our operators are desirous of giving good service and are anxious to 
avoid errors. Error calls simply make additional work for them; therefore, 
every instinct of self-interest suggests that they answer calls promptly and 
correctly. 

Mistakes occasionally will occur, some unquestionably resulting from 
operating errors, others from the calling of wrong numbers by subscribers. 
Not infrequently some defect in the delicate equipment of the central office 
is found to be responsible for a fault which the subscriber attributes to the 
operator. 

It is our duty and our desire to strengthen these weak ponits in our 
service, whether the weakness be human or mechanical, and we can do it if 
subscribers do not wait until criticisms become complaints. 

May I suggest this form of co-operation : 

If there is reasonable doubt of the accuracy of our reports, such as 
“don’t answer,” “telephone disconnected”, etc., 1 recommend that the chief 
operator be called at once. She is directly in charge of the operating room 
and responsible for its discipline. Therefore service criticisms should be 
discussed with her because in the great majority of instances, she is in a 
position to make prompt investigation and adjustment. 

If the trouble is persistent, I want to hear of it and I will be especially 
grateful to those whose criticisms give dates and facts upon which to base 
a definite inquiry.

De- 
posit of additional money in Bank. 
Advanced Signaling. Hike fourteen 
mi’es. Advanced First Aid. Advanced 
Cooking, Map reading and Map mak- 
ing. Handicraft. Judging of distance, 
size, weight, height, etc.. Nature study, 
Evidence of true Scout spirit, Enlist- 
ment of an additional Scout. 4. Se- 
cure Twenty-one Merit Badges. These 
merit badges are not granted to Sec- 
ond Class Scouts. Before Merit Bad- 
ges are granted a Scout must be First 
Class of excellent standing, then 
proved his ability before expert ex- 
aminers to pass examinations in the 
subjects for which he desires certifi- 
cates. Scout Barba passed the fol- 
lowing: First Aid, Athletics. Fireman- 
ship. Interpreting or the study of 
French. Swimming. Scholarship, Per- 
sonal Health. Public Health under di- 
rection of Health Department of City, 
Pioneering, Carpentry. First Aid to 
Animals, Safety First. Civics. Camp- 
ing. Life-saving, Electricity, f’ooking. 
Pathfinding, Handicraft. Bird Study. 
Hiking, and Automobiling. 

Another interesting fact was that 
there arc now registered under the 
Council 591 scouts — this total just 
lacks IS of attaining the total of last 
year. The Executive is confident that 
before the close of the Scout year on 
January 31 that there will be at least 
700 registered Scouts.

DEATH OF MRS. BAM Bl' KG II 


Sarah Cushing Bamburgh, who died 
at the Holy Ghost Hospital for Incur- 
ables. Cambridge, on October 25, was 
the eldest daughter of Captain Wil- 
liam and Sarah Davis Cushing of 
Medford. She was S3 years of age, 
having been born in Medford on June 
26. 1 S31). 

Mrs. Bamburgh came from old co- 
lonial Massachusetts families. Her 
mother was descended from Zachari- 
as Shed, third son of the first Shed 
to come to America, her great-grand- 
father being quartermaster of the sec- 
ond troop of horse under Governor 
Shirley. Her mother, Sarah Butter- 
ick Davis, was daughter of Joseph 
Davis, who stood guard at the Somer- 
ville powder house during the war of 
1812. Her father. Captain William 
Cushing, was a direct descendant of 
Matthew Cushing, who settled Hing- 
ham in 1638. He was one of the old 
time clipper-ship captains of New 
England, sailing the seven seas from 
1816-1859, when he retired to live in 
Medford. He was wrecked thrice and 
burned to the water’s edge twice. 
Among his ships, of which he was 
part owner, were the "Cnicorn," "Na- 
poleon," "Hindostan,” and “Cherokee.” 

Mrs. Bamburgh was graduated from 
the Medford High School in 1856, was 
married, June 26, 1866, to Charles 
Bamburgh, who died in 1899. 

Mrs. Bamburgh was an accomplish- 
ed pianist, a woman of high intellec- 
tual qualities, and was well known in 
social circles in Brooklyn and New 
York during the 70’s and SO’s. She 
is survived by her only child and son, 
William Cushing Bamburgh, of New- 
tonville. She was buried in Oak 
Grove Cemetery, West Medford, in 
tiie Cushing lot. the services by Rev. 
Richard T. Loring. of St. John's Epis- 
copal Church, Newtonville. Only her 
sole living cousin, Lieut. Milton F. 
Roberts and his wife, of Medford, Mr. 
and Mrs. AV. C. Bamburgh of Newton- 
ville, and her grand-daughter, Mrs. J 
Alexander Proctor, with her husband, 
of Cambridge were present.

One of our greatest educators lias 
said that the real test of a country’s 
greatness lies in the character of its 
schools. 

If this he true, a comparison of 
school conditions of different count- 
ries is of great value and interest. 

Last Spring, Mrs. Arthur E. Holt 
and her two children of Park street, 
Newton, spent several months at 
Lausanne. Switzerland, where the 
children attended school. 

In comparing school conditions in 
that country with those of America, 
Mrs. Holt spoke as follows: 

School children in Switzerland are 
early risers, beginning their work at 
7 o’clock in the morning. They do 
not, however, have to remain during 
the day unless they have classes in 
the afternoon. 

Tlie school system of Switzerland is 
the finest in Europe, both in the sub- 
jects taught, and from a physical 
standpoint. There is quite as much 
emphasis placed upon athletics over 
there as in our own schools. The 
different cantons which make up 
Switzerland have competitive contests 
in athletics from time to time. This 
in part makes up for the shorter array 
life as compared with France or Ger- 
many. 

Lausanne is a very cosmopolitan 
place, children from almost every 
country in Europe as well as from 
America being represented. The new 
pupils are allowed two weeks in which 
to grow accustomed to new conditions. 
After this time he is not allowed to 
speak his own language hut must 
speak that used in the different classes 
tjf the school. Boys wear distinctive 
caps which identify t hem with cert ain 
schools. 

Trips are frequently made by the 
pupils to tlie Swiss mountains, the 
names of which are told them, as well 
as something of their history. In this 
way every Swiss child early learns 
to know and love his country. 

Every child up to sixteen must at- 
tend some Sunday School regularly; 
it may lie one of his own choice. In 
religious matters, Switzerland is part 
Catholic and part Protestant. Laus- 
anne being more Protestant than
